Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record neither teaches or suggests a resistance-heated ceramic vaporizer boat as 
claimed wherein a homogeneous ceramic is shaped such that two outside surfaces 
parallel to each other(top and bottom) and with two side outside surfaces form angle of 
45 degrees with said top surface and bottom surfaces and such that the ration of top 
width to height is greater than 2:1 .
